C OMP.A.REn with other capitals. 
ConstaiitinopU' has for cen¬ 
turies occupied a unique iiosi- 
tion, and hecau.se of the pecu 
liar set of circuinstuiues vital to lier 
very existence as the capital of the 
Ottoman empire, the war afi'ected her 
tn a manner peculiar to lierself. Wlieii 
war liroke out practictilly all the os- 
.sential services of the country were in 
the hand.s of foreigners, Oernian, 
French or Itritish. and not only were 
there large colonies of these nationals 
in the country, but in the capital itself 
the ruling race were In the minority, 
Jews, Oreeks and Annenians forming 
the bulk of the population. I sliall not 
attempt to discu-ss Turkish participa¬ 
tion in the war, nor the vast problems 
which are now presented by the col¬ 
lapse of the Ottoman empire, says a 
writer in the Sphere. Suffice it to say 
that when the Goeben arrogantly 
steamed up the Dardanelles, and after 
displaying her magnificence as far 
north as Hernfin dropped anclior off 
Seraglio Point, the die was cast, Ger¬ 
man policy in Turkey had reached it.s 
consummation, and one after the oth¬ 
er, Turkey, Bulgaria, Uouinania and 
Greece were dragged into the vortex 
of war. 

What has been said will serve to pre¬ 
pare the render for what changes to 
expect in the Constantinople he usisi 
to know. In many ways, since outside 
support is as necessary as ever to the 
town, changes are at first not so ap¬ 
parent, and the crumbling of the em¬ 
pire is as yet but faintly echoed in its 
cosmopolitan capital. Streets are as 
crowded as ever, shops in the Grande 
Hue as artistically dressed. Prices 
have soared, but the exchange is so 
heavily against the piastre that for¬ 
eigners are but little affected. Turk¬ 
ish women, who before the war were 
corning out of their seclusion and dis¬ 
carding the veil, are now to be seen 
everywliere in public, unveiled and 
payly dressed.

Racial Feuds Not Less«ned. 

With the Grei'ks and tlie .-Vnnenians 
the age-long feud continues, embit¬ 
tered by the war, and in no way Im¬ 
proved by current rumors ns to favor? 
to be accorded to these countries at 
the expense of Turkey. Only the iires- 
! ence of other allied troops and war¬ 
ships prevents a n'cnidescence of hor¬ 
rors only too common during tlie war, 
.\Ithough a Britisher can go unmolest¬ 
ed into Snn Sophia, a Greek hardly 
dare show himself In the neighhorhood. 
and Turkish troops are quartered in¬ 
side the mosque with the admitted in 
tention of keejiing the Greeks out.

When 
in the middle of Itamazan he went to 
pay his annual vows in San Sophia, 
his yacht surrounded by his household 
In little motorboats, the procession was 
headed by a pinnace bearing the White 
En.sign. Otherwise Turks only were 
present. 

There are no striking ehnng(‘s in the 
ai'pearance of the town. Fires liave 
taken larger toll than u.siial, and would 
have taken more were It not for two 
British motor fire engines, which, how¬ 
ever. have the disadvantage of ex¬ 
hausting the avnihihie water sutiply 
far sooner than a score of tlie anti¬ 
quated hand-pumps on which the safe- 
t.v of Ihe town iirevloiisly ilejK'iideil.

A gymkhana club 
ha.s been opened at Mashlak, and golf 
and tennis are in full swing, while iiolo 
Is played regularly hy British officers 
at Biyiikiiere and in the Valle.v of the 
Sweet Waters, the hills around be¬ 
decked with all the paraiihemalia of 
British military camps.
